When a Man Wants to Know 


I 


F the decision of Postmaster General Payne has 
been made iclativc to fourth-class postmasters' 


terms of office shall be put into effect, as explained, 
it will work a revolution in the politics of small 
communities. 
That it will as a general proposition 


be a good thing can scarcely be doubted. 
The gen- 


eral order that is about to be issued, unless Con- 
gresswen can prevent, it is practically,that a person 
once commissioned as postmaster of an office in the 
fourth-class, shall hold it during good behavior if he 
so elects. The practice hss been that a term should 
be four "years, and at the end of that time have been 
objects of scramble and contest if anyone cared to 
make it. 
Cf course such contests are not helpful to 


a community, bocau.se unkindly feelings cannot be 
kept out of them. In addition to this, these contests 
take up a good deal of the time of the department. 
There are in round numbers about 75,0*0 offices of 
this class, but notwithstanding the fact that Con- 
gressmen oppose this order because it takes from 
them a large amount of patronage, it is also a fact 
that there has been no other cause in retiring a 
Congressman from his place, so contributory to his 
failure to secure nominations, as have been these 
bitter postoffice fights. 


The contests for positions in the larger places do 


not usually involve tee bitterness that comes from 
these smaller, ones and in consequence are not often 
the menace to a Congressman's popularity as are 
those that involve the smaller communities. Of the 
75,000 places of this class undoubtedly the majority 
is made up of those in which no contests are made 
unless there is a political change of administration. 
The oositions are not worth the while. The rule 
will, therefore, place the minority number upon the 
same footing that in practice applies by unwritten 
rule to the majority. The public will he encourag- 
ed to make complaints for poor service and the aud- 
iting department will watch as closely for inegular- 
ities as now. If just cause for removal can be found 
it will be made effective for a change, but other- 
wise the 
postmaster will be continued without 


change; there will be no recurring period, suggest- 
ing a scramble for a change. 
In the order made it 


is believed that it will be permanent against a po- 
litical change in administration and will he in full 
harmony with civil service reform and principles.
